When he says that battleships cannot resist air- 
planes he is talking as‘as air enthusiast, just as 
a battleship man talks as a battleship man when

Admiral Sims says tbat an airplane carrier 
making thirty knots cag put a twentytwo knot 
battleship out of action. It may require the next 
naval battle to determine the relation of air to 
surface craft, and the victor will be the one who 
has not been caught guessing wrong.

Mr. Gary of the steel corporation has refused to 
see or talk to reporters who wanted to ask him if 
liquor was served at his table and to his guests 
at home. The Association Opposed to Prohibition 
has intimated that the Gary residence was not 
dry. That started the inquiries which Mr. Gary 
declines to satisfy. 

To one inquiring reporter he sént out word that 
he would not “discuss personalities” and conse 
quently would not tell whether he takes or serves 
drinks at home. Mr. Gary in that said a lot. He 
said more than he would have if he had answered 
categorically. He said, as plainly as meaning can 
attach to his phrases, that whether he drank or 
not or served liquor or not was his own business 
and the concern of no one else. - 

Mr. Gary applies that admirable principle to 
himself and his home but it’s much too good for 
his workers. He is a great prohibition enforcer 
for other people. He wants his employés to be. 
dry. He and the Rockefellers and other men of 
great wealth have given their cash and their 
opinions to the dry cause and whenever there 
is a prominent meeting to consider law enforce- 
mept, meaning prohibition enforcemerm, some of 
these rich men will be there with exhortations. 
Mr. Gary's habits would be his own business if he 
permitted other people to have the same privileges 
and freedom. The essence of prohibition is that 
the custom of the Gary family IMe is the govern- 
ment’s’ business. He says that it is the govern- 
ment’s business to say what one of his hot, sweat- 
ing, thirsty mill workers shall drink after eight 
or ten hours in the heat of making steel. It used 
to be twelve hours. A steel worker knows what & 
thirst is and beer, lots of it, touched the spot, 
Mr. Gary has a maxim among a dozen others 
he found on a shelf that one should work hard, 
but not teo hard and not too long. He was a long 
time applying that to the steel mills. He hag been 
asked to name a prohibition enforcer for the 
Pittsburgh district and he probably will be giad 
to do so, What applies on Long Island does 
apply in steel towns.

LONDON, Aug. 28.—The British gov- 
ernment has renewed full diplomatic 
relations with Mexicc. Norman King, 
the British consul general at Mexico 
City, will be appointed chargé d'affaires 
pending the appointment of a minister. 
It was announced officially this eve 
ning that the outstanding differences 
between Great Britain and Mexico 
have been satisfactorily settled after 
an exchange of views.

Thursday night, the night before the 
murder yesterday morning, the three 
of them had been to the Rendezvous 
cafe at Broadway and Diversey boule- 
vard for dinner and returned to the 
apartment at 10 o'clock. Schlig told 
Berman he would drive him to his 
home on the west side. That was the 
last time she saw either of them alive, 
Paulina said. And she is the last per- 
son the police have been able to find 
who saw them alive. 

When the bodies of Schlig and Ber- 
man were found alongside the flying 
field road mear Cicero avenue and 82d 
street, a suit case was close by. In it 
were a full outfit of flying clothing, a 
can of white paint, and several paint 
brushes. Police believe the bodies and 
the suit case were hurled from a mov- 
ing automobile. They explain the suit 
case by theorizing that Schlig had 
purchased a new plane, was going out 
to’ paint the bootlegger’s insignia, a 
band of white paint, on it, and then 
planned to set out for a fresh cargo of 
Canada whisky. 

Believe He Knew Killers. 


GEM LADEN GIRL 


Thiet Since 16, Irving Schlig,

In the murder of Irving Sctilig, boot- 
legger and bandit leader at 21, 
police read the final chapter in a life 
of crime that started in a north side 
Police. station five years ago. : 
Schlig, then a boy of 16, accused of 
robbery, lay on the fibor of the squad- 
room of the Rogers Park station, half 
conscious from the effects of a third 
degree beating at the’ hands of five 
detectives. 
Schlig’s Reason and Threat. 


“Yes, damn you, I'll squawk,” 
Schlig finally said to the lieutenant in 
charge. “ But remember this—I'I, get 
even for this trimming if it takes my 
life. From now on I’m gonna make 
you guys pay for every lick you gave 
me with that hose.” 

Then the boy fell into a faint. 

Schilig made good the threat, the 
police say. He was regarded as one 
of the most spectacular and elusive 
bandits and bootleggers in» Chicago. 

First Robbery While Drunk. 

In the fall of 1920 Schlig was un- 
known in police circles. He was a 
clerk in a factory on the near north 
side and a frequenter of cabarets along 
North Clark street. 

While intoxicated one night he and 
two companions robbed a saloonkeeper. 
A rifie squad arrested the three ama- 
teur bandits an hour afterwards. After

When the case came up for tria) 
confessions were thrown out of court 
because of the methods used in obtain- 
ing them and the defendants dis.

Then Schiig turned robber in earnest. 
Harry Berman, a young west sider.

charagter, now in the county jail, 
joined ‘him. The police never could 
fasten anything substantial in the way 


of crime on Schlig or his companions. 


the} An arrest, a night in jail, and the boy 


was on the street again. 
His Booze Selling Method. 

The erstwhile clerk became the pos- 
sessor of two automobiles and engaged 
in bootlegging. His trick was to sell 
booze to unscrupulous druggists and 
then returning the next night to rob 
them of the stuff at the point of re 
volvers. Then he again would sell the 
same booze again and again rob the 
buyer. 

The Schlig mob, as it came to be 
called, engaged the best criminal law- 
yers in Chicago to protect its inter- 
ests, recently retaining the law firm 
headed by Clarence Darrow. ey 

“Here is a little piece of. change 
found in my pocket and you can have it 
as a retainer,” Le told a lawyer one 
afternoon as he handed over a $1,000 
bill. “In case I am pinched that will 
pay the costof a writ (habeas corpus).”’ 

In recent months police heard that 
booze was being run into Chicago in 
an airplane. Investigation among uh- 
derworld stool pigeons revealed that 
Schlig had purchased an airplane and 
had introduced it into bootlegging. 


Planned to Go Straight. 


Finally, a few days ago, word was 
whispered about that Schlig had fal- 
len out with members of his gang and 
had determined to go straight. At 
the same time came word that he was 
marked for death. 

Yesterday morning the bodies of 
Schlig and his companion, Berman, : 
were found on a lonely road on the 
line between Chicago and Stickney 
township. Both had been shot through 
the back of the neck, shot from be- 
hind, a death typical of the underworld 
manner of inflicting capital punish- 
ment—and their bodies toesed from a 
ispeeding automobile. 


Before he got well on the way to 
his plane. he was waylaid by the men 
who murdered him and his pal. They 
Climbed into Schlig’s car, most prob- 
ably men, well known to him, maybe 
rival bootleggers. When an opportune 
moment arrived revolvers came out 
and bullets simultaneously were fired 
into the heads of Berman and Schiig,, 
sitting unsuspectingly in the front 
seat. 

The police are quite certain that the 
murderers had a grievance against 
Schlig and Berman for a supposed dou 
ble cross. Whether it was because he 
failed to divvy a gem loot with them, 
or because he crossed them on a liquor 
deal, the police say they can only 
guess. But something like that it 
must have been, and so the aggrieved 
men found it necessary, under their 
peculiar criminal code, to “take him 
for a ride.” 

“Taking one for a ride,” in the par- 
lance of the general underworld popt- 
lation, means getting the one who had 
perpetrated a double cross to enter on 
an automobile ride .that is destined, 
though he knows it not, to be his last. 


Becomes Flying Bootlegger. 
Schlig’s adventurous spirit called 
him to air bootlegging two months ago, 
not long gfter he met the charming 
Pauline. She told last night of his 
putting $1,700 into an aeroplane, hav- 
ng a filer teach him in two hours, 
and thén embarking on his first esca- 
pade. 

It didn’t pan out very well, for Irv- 
ing got the booze, Canadian Scotch, 
aboard and took off expertly for the 
U. 8. A. and parched Chicago. But 
at Kalamazoo the engine stopped and 
Irving and his load dropped in a corn 
field. While the Michigan authorities 
weré quarreling about who 
prosecute him, Schlig got out on a 
writ of habeas corpus. 

1 Then he bought another aeroplane, 
just a week ago, and if the police 
theory is. correct, he was about to 
embark on another air flight. Pauline

She had 
heard, though, from Schlig that there 
was a fight among members of his

“I didn’t know he was a bootleg- 
ger,’ she repeated again and again. “ I 
only knew that is what he was sup- 
posed to be doing. He told me it was 
dangerous work, and yesterday morn- 
ing when I awoke I had a presenti- 
ment that something was wrong. 

“ Then Attorney W. W. Smith called 
up and told me Irving had been killed. 
I called him back to make sure the 
call was correct. Then I went to see 
Max Spears, a friend of Irving’s, and 
asked. him what to do. Then I went 
home.”

GERMANS GAIN. 
BIG .CONCESSION 
IN- AFGHANISTAN 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.) 

LONDON, Alig. 28.—Germany has 
secured a trade monoply in Afganistan 
in one of the biggest deals ever con- 
cluded by foreigners there. The agree- 
ment gives the German firm in the 
deal a complete monopoly in placing 
Afghan products on the world’s mar- 
kets, The firm agrees not to do busi- 
ness with individual traders or dealers 
in Afghanistan without the sanction 
of the Afghan minister of commerce.
